The inventions listed as Groups I and II do not relate to a single general inventive concept 
under PCT Rule 13.1 because, under PCT Rule 13.2, they lack the same or corresponding special 
technical features for the following reasons: . 

Groups I and II are directed to structurally dissimilar compounds such that the variable 
core created by varying the definitions of the formula do not belong to a recognized class of 
chemical compounds in the art, and references anticipating one invention would not render 
obvious the others. The compounds differ significantly in chemical structures. One skilled in the 
art would not consider such diverse structures as fianctional equivalents of each other. The mere 
fact that there is a single similarity is not in itself a significant reason to render the whole 
embodiment obvious.
